K>). 
Why not be more w’orthy of such 
a royal friend? The friendship of this 
world is enmity with God, and it is 
impossible to be a friend of the world 
and of God too (J as. Iv , 4). The man- 
aer of Ahithophel’s g oing out o f this 
world (17, 23) has g rown to be the 
common thing in our day, not hang ing , 
but the taking of his owu life, another 
indication that the return of the King 
draweth near. Mahanaim, where Shobl 
and Machir and Barziilai met Dav id 
and his people with so much kindness, 
makes us remember the kindness of 
€ o d to J acob in some of the dark days 
and that we, too, hav e the ministry of 
ang els as well as of v isible friends 
(xv ii, 27, 29; Gen. xxxli, 2).

ef any kind always leads to a fall. 
Dav id was prev ented from g oing out 
with the army, the people saying that 
It would not matter if half of them 
died, but that Dav id was worth ten 
thousand of them (v erse 3), so he re­ 
mained in the city and sat between the 
two g ates to wait and watch for tid- 
ing s, while the watchman went up to 
♦he roof ov er the g ate that he mig ht 
see afar off and adv ise the king . Dav id 
hoped for g ood tiding s, but it must 
hav e been with a sorrow'fill heart and 
some foreboding s.

man” and

many thing s and g iv e us a w’hole 
study in themselv es. Because of a 
well belov ed Son g iv en for us, the only 
beg otten Son o f God, the ang el said to 
the shepherds, “ Behold, I bring you 
g ood tiding s of g reat joy, which shall 
be to all people” (Luke ii, 10), but the 
majority o f those to whom the g ood 
news has come seem 
not to care 
whether others 
hear or 
not. 
The 
lepers outside of Samaria put us to 
shame, who said in the midst of plenty, 
while others were perishing , “ We dc 
not well; this day is a day of g ood tid 
Ing s, and we hold our peace.” 
A common question asked by those 
who hear for the first time o f the won­ 
drous lov e o f God, as to how long we 
hav e known it and why we did not 
•ome sooner to tell their friends whc 
hav e died without hearing , oug ht tc 
search us to the v ery heart Do we be­ 
liev e the cry of the watchman, “ Th< 
morning eometh, and also the nig ht," 
and, as we think o f Israel’s blindness, 
what about obedience to the command 
in Isa. xl, 9, marg in? Alas, there are 
many who, like Ahimaaz, the son oi 
Zadok, insist on running , but hav e nc 
tiding s, and therefore their running if 
In v ain.

Start 
a relig ious conv ersation among a body 
o f men almost anywhere today, and 
you will find them eag er to discuss the 
subject and many of them with defi­ 
nite ev ang elical 
v iews. 
Others are 
skeptical, and others are ready to be 
led into the lig ht. 
But all are think­ 
ing . 
That is the encourag ing feature. 
Indifference is a far worse sig n, for 
those who think o f God will not be 
satisfied until they find Him.

Only About Fiv e Skins Are Secured 
Each Year. 
In the estimation o f trappers o f the 
Canadian uorthiand as well as in the 
eyes o f the nobility of Russia there is 
only one king o f beasts, the hig hly 
prized black fox. On an av erag e fiv e 
perfect pelts o f this rare fur bearei 
are broug ht dowti from the northland 
each year and in rare years as many 
as ten or twelv e, thoug h each year 
thousands o f men make a liv ing trap 
ping and the yearly catch of foxskin 
amounts to ov er 100.000 from Canad i 
alone. 
In no way except in color does the 
black fox differ from the red fox. 
whose pelt sells for about $2. or from 
the g ray fox. whose winter coat i 
v alued at from $150 to $400. but when­ 
ev er a hunter can secure a black fox 
and remov e its skin without marring 
the fur he Is sure o f receiv ing from 
$800 to $1.500 for his trophy. Not only 
is ev ery black fox pelt boug ht as soon 
as taken, but a dozen Russian noble­ 
men 
hav e paid ag ents trav eling In 
North America all throug h the wintcT 
seeking out remote hillside farms and 
abandoned log g ing camps where it is 
possible that a shy and elusiv e black 
fox may hav e been seen. 
Within the last twenty years a num 
her o f wealthy men who hav e o wned 
fenced g ame preserv es hav e spent v ast 
sums o f money in buying fo xes aliv e 
and turning them loose within priv ate 
inclosures. By and by it may be that 
some skilled or fortunate breeder will 
produce a black pup or perhaps a pair 
o f black fo xes may be captured aliv e, 
and from these a new breed o f black 
fo xes will arise and cause a g reat 
panic among the men who hunt for 
black foxes. He who can wrest the 
secret o f breeding black fo xes from 
nature is assured o f riches past count­ 
ing and can command the worshipful 
homag e o f the Russian nobility and 
aristocracy, who seem willing to sacri­ 
fice untold wealth fo f the pleasure of 
wearing ov ercoats made from the pelts 
o f American black fo xes.—Edmonton 
Cor. Toronto Globe.
